Washington, D. C., cK 15.—-[Spe- 
rial. J—bews tt will be necessary to 
enact to deal effectively with the con- 
gpirators plotting to “overthrow the 
government of the United States by 
means of a bloody revolution,” as 
charged by Solicitor Lamar of the 
postoffice department, were outlined 
today by Maj. E. Lowry Humes, cour 
sel for the senate committee fnvestt- 
gating propaganda activities. 

Maj. Humes said that before the re- 
establishment of peace congress should 
pass a law: 

1. Protecting the form of govern- 
ment and making inviolate the consti- 
tution of the United States. 

2. Protecting and preserving the 
flag of the United States and pro- 
hibiting the use ef any other flag in 
its place,“ ooh 

Would Deport Aliens. 

$. Comrfiinding respect for such 
military and-naval forces as may be 
established by cOngress. 

4. Preserving the good faith and 
credit of the government of the United 
States by protecting the value of its 
obligations. 

AuthoriZing the deportation of 
aliens who abuse the hospitality of 
this country by committing felonies. 

6. Canceling the papers of natural- 
ized citizens who may be convicted of 
crimes involving moral turpitude. 

“Prior to ofr efitry into the world 
war agents of the German governmant« 
persistently carried.on a great propa- 
ganda in the United States,” said Maj. 
Humes. “Every activity which tend- 


de- 
moralize the unity and morale of our 
population-and every movement that 
was aimed at involving us in foreign 
disputes or domestic difficulties was 
encouraged and frequently financed 
by the agents and representatives of 
the German goverment.

TO CARRY HEROES 
HOME, IS CHARGE 


Senator Tells of 4 Day 
Trip by Returning 
Army Outfit. 


Washington, D. C... March 15.— 
Charges that American soldiers from 
western states were moved from an 
Atlantic” port of debarkation to their 
homes in cattle cars, were made by 
Senator Chamberlain of Oregon, chair- 
man of the military committee in the 
last senate, in an address here tonight 
before the Mississippi society. 

“T will not tell you where these gal- 
lant boys debarked,” said 
Chamberftafn, “ because I propose to 
investigate the case further with a 
view of fixing responsibility. But the 
story told™me only that 
these boys, overjoyed at getting back 
to Americag shores, were placed in 
cars used for carrying live stock. 


Four Days on Trip. 

“In this way they traveled for four 
days. Do you think that as they pro- 
ceeded on their journey they cultivated 
additional love for the country 
which they had fought and suffered? 
They were in constant danger of get- 
ting into a spirit of disregard for the 
institutions of their country. 

“Of course I know the head of a 
great department cannot be in con- 
stant touch with the details of his 
office. But .the man immediately in 
charge should be held responsible; and 
Americans will demand a reckoning at 
his hands. 


Problem Severe One. 

“The problem of taking care of the 
soldiers is one of the most severe that 
we. will have to face. “But it. should 
be faced wth candor, with open hon- 
esty, and with unflinching courage. 
Nothing can be gained by conggaling 
the truth.”

marine, the U-48, while attempting to 
escape from Ferro], Spain, last night 
was chased by a destroyer and sunk, 
according to a Havas dispatch from 
Madrid. 

The U-48 took refuge at Ferrol in 
March, 1918, and was interned. The 
attempted flight of the U-boat was ob- 


Antalo pursued it. The German boat 
was sunk outside the Ferrol roads. The 
crew was saved. 


When the German submarine U-48 
Sought refuge at Ferro! its propellers 
were unshipped by the authorities and 
its guns and munitions were taken out, 
according to the dispatches from that 
port. The captain of the submarine de- 
clared his creft had been damaged se- 
verely in a fight with three ships. The 
U-boat carried a crew of thirty men 
and for a time a Spanish warship stood 
guard over it. In 1917 the U-48 was 
reported off Bermuda.

BRITISH YIELD 
WILSON 


First Treaty for 
Peace. 


PARIS, March 15.—[By the Associat- 
ed Press.]—If President Wilson insists 
that the league of nations be incorpo- 
rated in the preliminary peace treaty, 
the British, it is understood, will eon. 
cede the point, although they believe 
that the preliminary pact is not the 
proper place for the ‘tnauguration of 
the league, which they declare should 
be included {n the final peace agree 
ment. 

This attitude was indicated today aft- 
er the announcement that the Ameri- 
can delegation desired the inclusion of 
the league in the preliminarv treaty as 
well as in the final pact. 

The British, it is made known, 4o 
not wish to delay the league of. na- 
tions program in. any way, but they 
express the keenest desire for the im 
mediate signing of the preliminary 
peace treaty so as to alleviate unsat- 
isfactory conditions resulting from the 
continuation of the armistice.

HARDEN MAKES 
PLEA OF MERCY 
FOR GERMANS 


Editor’s Gloomy Arti- 
‘cle Says Masses Were 
Utterly Deceived. 


New York, March 15.—[Spe¢tal.]— 
In what is perhaps his gloomiest arti- 
cle written Maximilian Harden in his 
Zukunft - of Jan. just received, 
pleads with the allies, and particularly 
France, not to impose upon the Ger- 
man people the fate which its rulers 
would have imposed upon the world if 
they had conquered. The text follows: 

“In the first White book important 
passages were missing; in the stolen 
Belgian archives te most important 
matters had been forged; the report of 
the Sukhomlinoff trial had been col- 
ored by a purpose repugnant to jus- 
tice, even as had every presentation 
of the economic and financial status, 
the intentions and conduct of our foes 
and of our allies. 

Told Mass of Lies. 

“No true but inconvenient word was 
permitted to reach the popular ear. 
The people wére-told that a horde of 
scabby scoundrels had conspired to at- 
tack us; that France was a world 
brothel, disintegrating beneath Its var 
nish; Britain a shopkeeper’s booth, 
threatened with collapse far and near; 
North America, a nest of hypocrites 
and ghouls, who must draw dividends 
from our misery. 

“They were not permitted to learn 
that the president of the United States 
had been lied to by order of our chen 
cellor, even until the day of the an- 
noancement of the submarine warfare, 
and that our ambassador had often 
enough warned against such danger. 
ous fraud practiced upon a genuine 
idealist. 

“The fact and the significance of the 
first retreat from the Marne, the terri- 
ble failures at Ypres and Verdun, the 
bankruptcy of Zeppelinism (which I 
here prophesied for years); the total 
losses in killed, prisoners, ships, air- 
ships—all were kept hushed up. 


Western Powers Chief Problem. 


“The negotiation With the western 
powers was and remained the chief 
problem of German politics, but it was 
advanced not by so much as a little 
child’s step forward.

Washington, D. C., March 15.—Un- 
til late tonight the federal revenue col- 
lectors’ offices throughout the coun- 
try were busy receiving eleventh hour 
income tax returns, due today at the 
latest, and accepting payments of the 
25 per cent first installment. Collectors 
reported tonight that they were sub- 
merged beneath a flood of documents, 
checks, and money orders, and that it 
would. take several days ‘to prepare 
even a tentative tabulation of receipts. 
Treasury officials calculated the prob- 
able inflow of tax money at somewhere 
between $800,000,000 and $1,000,000,000. 

Persons who mailed their returns 
tonight, or even tomiorrow, will not 
be penalized for tardiness, it was said 
here.

Eva Murray Fears Bullet 
Will Fix Guilt on Man 
inCase. 


In a Statement to a representative 
of THE TRIBNUE last night, Mrs. Eva 
Murray, “the wife who was too 
young,” and now lies im St. Anthony’s 
hospital with a bullet in her chest, ad- 
mitted she did not shoot herself. 

“IT have never had a revolver in my 
hand in my life,” she said. “ I do not 
ewn a revolver and never did own 
one.”

Fears Danger to Assailant.

ITH the reduction of the Marne sa- 

lient we could look forward to the 

concentration of our divisions in our 
own zone. In view of the forthcoming op- 
eration against the St. Mihiel salient, which 
had long been planned as our first offensive 
action on a large scale, the First army was 
on Aug. 10 under my personal 
While American units had held 
sectors all 


organized 
command. 


different divisional and corps 


along the western front, there had not been 
up to this time, for obvious reasons, a dis- 
tinct American sector, but in view of the 
important part the American forces ,were 
now to play it was necessary to take over a 
permanent portion of the line. 

Accordingly on Aug. 30 the line beginning 
at Port-sur-Seille, east of the Moselle and ex- 
tending to the west through St. Mihiel, thence 
north to a point opposite Verdun, was placed 
command. The American sector 
was afterward extended across the Meuse 
to the western edge of the Argonne forest 
and included the Seventeenth French corps, 
which occupied the heights above Verdun. 

The preparation for a complicated opera- 
tion against the fermidable defenses in front 
of us included the assembling of divisions 
and of corpse and army Artillery, transport, 


under my 


aircraft, tanks, and ambulances, the location 
of and the molding together of 
all the elements of a great, modern army, 
with its own railheads, supplied directly by 
our own service of supply. The concentra- 
tion for this operation, which was to be a 
surprise, involved the movement, mostly at 
n.gat, of approximately 600,000 troops and 
required for its success the most careful 
atrenuon to every detail.

SPRING HATS—THE LARGE BRIM. 

There are few hats wh.ch are of 
such a universally becoming style as 
the wide brimmed hat pictured here. 
Its hand stitched -rim is and must be 
acjustable and adjusted to the persen- 
ally becoming angle. The directions 
for its making follow: 

Take a buckram brim as shown in 
Fig. 1, with its wired edge, and sew 


on a velvet fac’ ig with a whip stitch ‘ face. 


over the wire, as shown in Fig. 2. This 


facing must be carefwly adjusted in and separate (Fig. 4).

With the same over and over 
whip Stitch sew it to the inner brim or 
crown edge.

THE WASTED YEARS. 


HERE is a large group of chil- 

dren, numbering into the thou- 

sands each year, who leave school 

at 14 to go to work. They have 
been termed the educationally disinher- 
ied and the years from 14 to 16 which 
they spend drifting from one position 
to another, earning small wages, but 
being of no real value to any employer, 
are called the wasted years. For them, 
except as they attend the continuation 
schools, there is no further education, 
no unfolding ‘of the mind through 
books, no training through handiwork. 


They are untrained and they wi!!l 
always remain so. No occupation at 
which they tan be placed at this early 
age offers them any development. Un- 
less they possess an unusual capacity 
of some sort they have no chance of 
overcoming the handjcap imposed by 
leek of training and education. 

To look after these unfortunate 
@nés Vocational bureaus have been es- 
tablished throughout the country. 
Here in Chicago in 1911 a vocational 
bureau. was established for their pro- 
tection and guidance. In recent re- 
port made by the bureau many interest- 
ing facts were brought out and mucn 
ight is shed on the situation when one 
karns that in the course of the five 
years covered by the report children 
of forty-four different nationalities 
passed through the bureau.

Picking the Best 


Candidate at the 


Coming Election 
By Mme. X. 


R forty years the tribes of Israel 

wandered in the wilderness be- 

fore arriving at the promised 

land. For forty years the wom- 
-en of America have been urging the 
Susan B. Anthony amendment on con- 
gress. I wonder if the followers of 
Moses felt as disappointed in the taste 
of the first drops of milk and honey as 
some of us women do in the first fruits 
of suffrage. 

Since 1912 the writer, along with sev- 
eral hundred thousand other Chicago 
women, has had partial suffrage. She 
has voted for president, for mayor, and 
for alderman, and the conclusion ar- 
rived at is that we Americans seldom 
have the opportunity to vote for any 
one we want. Our energy andstrength 
is generally spent in voting against 
somebody we don’t want 


The coming mayoralty campaign 
finds us in this predicament. Over the 
teacups the query is not which is the 
better candidate but which is the least 
objectionable. 


Women’s gift for selection is proven 
by the figures in the primaries of four 
years ago, when they gave Judge Olson 
6,000 majority. Whata pity that men 
have the vote, for on tat occasion 
they gave our presefit incumbent 6,000 
majority! The militant suffragists 
would probably say that this showed 
that men are too excitable to have 
good judgment and should therefore 
be deprived of the ballot. 


x 
More Women Yote. 


There are many antis who claim 
that returns from the polls indicate 
a lack of interest on the part of women 
in elections. Nevertheless—-and pos- 
sibly having no real bearing on the 
question—at the recent primaries 562 
per cent of the registered men voted 
while 57 per cent of the registered 
women were sufficiently interested to 
cast their ballots. 

Women have not yet developed a 
strong sense of party ties, nor have 
they manifested any inclination to vote 
as women. Ward bosses are working 
hard to line up the women in their 
bailiwicks to support candidates strict- 
e ly on lines of the old political parties, 
but it’s a much harder job than It 
would be to get a similar lot of newly 
enfranchised men to vote according to 
directions, and there is no more un: 
| known quantity to even the most sea- 
soned political prophet than the direc- 
tion of the women’s vote. 

Up to now the Democratic candi- 
date’s overtures to the fair enfran- 
chised have been more open and 
courtly than those of his opponents. 
He bids us meet him at the Sherman 
House at certain hours. Does this in- 
clude a cup of tea in the depths of the 
College inn, or a round of one step in 
the upstairs cabaret? If so, the Re- 
publican candidate and the independ. 
ent one have a poor show, so little is 
there—according to us women-~-so lit- 
tle is there to choose from in these 
man made tickets. 

_ Registration in Twenty-first. 

The beau monde of the Twenty-first 
ward recently became quite exercised 
over the apathy of the women of the 
ward's eastern precincts on the sub- 
ject of registration, as many of our 
so-called “intelligenzia” were not én- 
rolled on our polling lists. But last 
Tuesday saw most of these recreants 
duly inscribed. 

It’s a great nuisance this biennial 
registration, because it’s so hard to 
remember to’ what age you admitted 
two years before—and you do wart to 
be perfectly honest, you know. 

The women’s vote in this country is. 
far from negligible. Fifteen states have 
siven them full suffrage. In eight oth- 
ers they have partial suffrage, includ- 
ing the right to vote for president. These 
12,000,000 enfranchised women are a 
formidable problem both to party poli- 
ticlans and to reformers.

None of the 
other companies had shown up. I waited until 6:30 a. m. 
and then went over with forty men, recaptured the lost 
position and six machine guns which we had lost pre- 
viously, and captured two German machine guns and 
about twenty-five prisoners.

“I went to Blois, thinking that I was going to promo- 
tion.

He then 
asked me many questions, always warning me that I must 
tell the truth, as it would all] be checked against my official 
record.

ETTERS come all the time to 
complain about programs: to say 
that they are without variety; 
that. the Orchestra goes, season 
upon season, through an unchanging 
poutine; that last year’s operas are 
this year’s and next year’s; that the 
folinists are in one conspiracy in 
making uD their bills, and the pianists 
ty another; that even the singers in 
recital are, whatever their rivalries 
for trade, leagued to enforce piece 
after plece known backward to nine 
persons in every ten who buy tickets. 
Ope protestant, whose letter is of last 
week, says he could easily make out a 
jong list of -“ overworked symphonies, 
overtures, and other compositions.” 
Another does just that; and, in doing 
go, she touches most of the titles in 
the live répertoire of the Orchestra, 
ninety per cent of the durable sonatas 
and smaller pieces for piano and for 
violin, and most of the virile song 
from Bach to Burieigh, 


Of merit tn this wailing there ts 
none: the “overworked” music per- 
gists because it renews itSelf. Few 
executants are conservatives; and most 
of the men and women who mean any- 
thing are ardent in their regard for 
new and unfamiliar things. Mr. Stock 
js forever experimenting with the Or- 
chestra’s répertoire: he put in some- 
thing new week before last, and some- 
thing new last week, and bills some- 
thing new this week, and next week, 
too. The répertoire grows seasen after 
season by his wish; and, when he hifs 
upon something live, he keeps it on 
the shelf marked “ Ready for Use.” [I 
know nothing both new and important 
—and, of course, available—which is 
missing from the catalogue. Nor is 
pride of opinion among his easily djs- 
cernible attributes as conductor: he 
seems to regard the Friday-Saturday 
elient@le as a sound and_=  4sensitive 
critic, of ready wsthetic ‘reactions, and 
to think that its opinions are grounded 
in a nice sophistication. None of the 
ether orchestras pioneers so persist- 
ently as this one—and this, maybe, is 
pmong the reasons why none other is 
good. 

And fro {t has been with the Chicago 
Opera, "oo: its eight seasons have been 
strung with costly emprises' under- 
taker *o extend the inventory of things 
that wzaw. The first season here in- 
cluded at least ten words thitherto un- 
sung in the neighborhood: most of 
them, it is true, tried material from 
Mr. Hammerstein's spectacular adven- 
ture against the Metropolitan, but con- 
stituting, just the same, an amazing 
record of new opera for the com- 
Gunity. None of the subsequent seven 
sensons Was without its expensive 
gamble on one or more new pieces; 
and few of them have survived. “ But- 
terfly” is still the most popular opera 
brought out in the United States in 
at least thirty years—and “ Parsifal” 
was imported within that period. 

As to the violinists and the pianists 
of the concert-halls, if they do not 
conspire, in the beginning of each sea- 
fon, to play identic programs, they 
ought te: they elicit mest joy when

Burns Mantle’s New York Theater Gossip 


EW YORK. — [Special Corre- 

spondence.]—There was little to 

disturb the first week of Lent 

in the theaters. But one new 
play was brought in, and that seems 
destined for only a short stay. “ Penny 
Wise,” it ia called, and it is one of 
those Lancashire comedies that are 
thicker with dialect than they are with 
hugor. This one has the additional 
handicap of being spun about a pros- 
pective funeral intended to impress the 
neighborhood and help a conspiring 
family collect a sum of life insurance. 


A cadaver is a good deal of a handi- 
cap in comedy, even when it is essen- 
tially a comic cadaver, or one talked 
about and known not actually to exist. 
The association of ideas is against it. 
The story of “Penny Wise” relates 
the experience of a Lancashire woman 
beset with a lazy family. Having been 
sent a wrong prescription by the fam- 
ily physician, and finding it to contain 
poison, she conceived the scheme of 
blackmailing the doctor out of a death 
certificate for her eldest son. With 
this in hand she can ship the boy to 
Manchester, keep him in hiding, and 

collect his insurance. : 

No sooner does she.start the scheme 
than she is in trouble. First, the dead 
one refuses to stay dead and is plainly 
seen walking about the upper rooms of’ 
the house by an inquisitive neighbor 
who has to be “squared.” Then her 
brother, the undertaker, who is to ar- 

range for the funeral, demands a gen- 
erous pertentage of the profits of the 
scheme, and the “ widow” of the un- 
happy victim insists the funeral baked 
meats shall be of the finest and her 
own mourning rig in latest fashion. 
Finally the “corpse,” started for Man- | 
chester, misses his train, stops in the 
‘Are and ‘Ounds and returns home al- 
coholically illuminated and singing 
“Sailor, Beware,” at the top of his 
chesty voice. 

Thus is the conspiracy defeated and 
the funeral postponed. The “safty” 
who was to have sacrificed himself for 
the good of the family wins enough on 
the Derby, however, to bridge over the 
pressing financial needs of the mo- 
ment, so happiness reigns.

N my ovr judgment the most im- 
portant service that I wendered to 
peace Was the voyage of the batte 
fleet around the -world. I had be- 

some oanvinced that for many reasons 
mM was essential that we should have it 
clearly understood, by our own people 


especially, but also by other peoples, 
that the Pacific was as much our home 
waters as the Atlantic, and that our 


fieet coulc and ‘would at will pass from 
one to the other of the two great 


oceans. It seemed to me evident that 
such a voyase Would ‘greatly benefit 
the navy itse ft; would arouse popular 
interest in andj enthusiasm for the 


navy; and would make foreign nations 
gocept as a matter of course that our 
fleet should from time to time be gath- 
ered in the Pacific, just as from time 
to time it was gathered in the Atlantic, 
and that its presence in one ocean was 
no more to be accepted as a mark of 
hostility to any Asiatic power than its 
presence in the Atlantic was to be ac- 
cepted as a mark of hostility to any 
European power. 

I determined on the move without 
consulting the cabinet, precisely as I 
took Panama without consulting the 
eabinet. A council of war never fights, 
and in a crisis the duty of a leader ig 
to lead and not to take refuge be- 
hind the generally timid wisdom of a 
multitude of councilors. At that time, 
as I happen to know, neither the Eng- 
ligah nor the German authorities be- 
lieved it possible to take a fleet of great 
battleships round the world. They 
did not believe that their own fleets 
could perform the feat, and still less 
did they believe that the American 


« feet could. 


I made up my mind that it was time 
to have a showdown in the matter: 
becduse if it was really true that our 
fleet could not get from the Atlantic to 
the Pacific, it was much better to know 
it and be able to shape our policy in 
view of the knowledge. Many per. 
sons publicly and privately protested 
against the move on the ground that 
Japan would accept it as a threat. To 
this I answered nothing in public. In 
private I said that I did not believe 
Japan would so regard it because Ja- 
pan knew my sincere friendship and 
admiration for her and realized that 
we could not as a nation have any in- 
tention of attacking her, and that if 
there were any such feeling on the 
part of Japan as was alleged that very 
fact rendered it imperative that that 
fieet should go. 

When in the spring of 1910 I was in 


Europe I was interested to find that | 


high naval authorities in both Ger- 
many and Italy had expected that war 
would come at the time of the voyage. 
They asked me if I had not been afraid 
of it. and if I had not expected that 
hostilities wou!d begin at least by the 
time that the fleet reached the Straits 
of Magellan? I answered that I did 
not expect it: that I believed that Ja- 
pan would feel as friend!y in the mat- 
ter as we did; but that if my expecta- 


tions had proved mistaken, it would | 


have been proof positive that we were 


enlistment 


going to be attacked anyhow, and that | 


in such event it would have been an, 


enormous gain to have had the three 
months’ preliminary preparation which 
enabled the fleet to start perfectly 
equipped.

tions against sudden attack of any) 
kind as if we were at war with all the’ 


nations of the earth, and. that no ex.

and we were taken unawares. 
Aim to Impress People. 
My prime purpose was to impress the 


American people; and this purpose was. 
fully achieved. The cruise did make a 
very deep impression abroad; boasting | 
about what we have done does not im-| 


press foreign mations at all, except 
unfavorably, but positive achievement 
does: and the two American achieve- 
ments that really impressed foreign 
peoples during the first dozen years of 
this century were the digging of the 
Panama canal and the cruise of the 
battle fleet round the world. But the 
impression: made on our own people 
was of far greater consequence. No 
single thing in the history of the new 


» United States navy has done as much 


to stimulate popular interest and be- 
lief in it as the world cruise. 


London Spectator. 
1907, a month before the fleet sailed 
from Hampton Roads, the Spectator 
said: 

“All over America the people will 
follow the movements of the fleet; they 
will learn something of the intricate 
details of the coaling and commissariat 
work under warlike conditions; and in 
a word their attention will be aroused. 
Wext time Mr. Roosevelt or his repre- 
sentatives appeal to the country for 
new battleships they will do so to peo- 
ple whose minds have been influenced 
one way or the ofher. The navai pro 
gram will not have stood still. Weare 
sure that, apart from increasing the 
efficiency of the existing fleet, this is 
the aim which Mr. Roosevelt has in 
mind. He has a policy which projects 
iteelf far into the future but it is an 
entire misreading of it to suppose that 
it is aimed narrowly and definitely at 
any single power.” 

Directs Cruise. 

I first directed the fleet. of sixteen 
battleships, to go round through the 
Straits of Magellan to San Francisco. 
From thence I ordered them to ve

the way, and did this work as effective 
ly as they had done all their other 
work. Admiral Evans commanded the 
fleet to San Francisco; there Admiral 
Sperry took it; Admirals Thomas. 
Wainwright and Schroeder rendered 
distinguished service under Evans 
and Sperry. 

The coaling and other preparations 
were made in such excellent shape by 
the department that there Was never 
a hitch, not so much as the delay of 
an hour, in keeping every appointment 
made. All the repairs were made with- 
out difficulty, the ship concerned mere- 
ly falling out of column for a few 
hours, and when the job was done 
steaming at speed until she regained 
her position. 7 

Not a ship was left in any port; and 
there was hardly a desertion. 

As soon as it was known that the 
voyage was to be undertaken men 
crowded to enlist, just as freely from 
the Mississippi valley as from the sea- 
board, and for the first time since the 
Spanish war the ships put to sea over- 
manned—and by as stalwart a set of 
men-of-war’s men as ever looked 
through a porthole, game for a fight or 
a frolic, but withal so self-respecting 
and with such a sense of responsibil- 
ity that in all the ports in which they 
landed their conduct was exemplary. 
The fleet practiced incessantly during 
the voyage, both with the guns and in 
battle tactics, and came home a much 
more efficient fighting instrument than 
when it started sixteen months be- 
fore. 

The best men of command rank in 
our own service were confident that 
the fleet would go round in safety in 
spite of the incredulity of foreign crit- 
ics. Even they, however, did not be- 
lieve that it was wise to send the tor- 
pedo craft around. I accordingly ac- 
quiesced in their views, as it did not 
occur to me to consult the lleutenants. 
But shortly before the fleet started, I 
went in the government yacht, May- 
flower, to inspect the target practice 
off Provincetown. I was aceompanied 
by two torpedo boat destroyers, in 
charge of a couple of naval lieuten- 
ants, thorough gamecocks; and I had 
the two lieutenants aboard to dine one 
evening. 

Towards the end of the dinner they 
could not refrain from asking if the 
torpedo flotilla was to go round with 
the big ships. I told them no, that the 
admirals and captains did not believe 
that the torpedo boats could stand it, 
and believed that the officers and crews 
aboard the cockle shells would be worn 
out by the constant pitching and 
bouncing and the everlasting need to 
make repairs. 

My two guests chorused an eager 
assurance that the boats could stand 
it. They assured me that the enHsted 
men were even more anxious to go 
than were the officers, mentioning that 
on one of their boats the terms of

were out, and the men were waiting to 
see whether or not to reéniist, as they 
did not care to do so unless the boats 
were to go on the cruise. I answered 
that I was only too giad to accept the 
word of the men who were to do the 
job, and that they should certainly 
go, and within half an hour I sent out 
the order for the flotilla to be got 
ready. It went round in fine shape, 
not a boat being laid up. 


Wealthy Panic-Struck. 


There were various amusing features 
connected with the trip. Most of the 
wealthy people and “leaders of opin- 
ion” in the eastern cities were panic- 
struck at the proposal to take the fleet 
away from the Atlantic waters. The 
great New York dailies issued frantic 
appeals to congress to stop the fleet 
from going. The head of the senate 
committee on naval affairs announced 
that the fleet should not and could 
not go because congress would refuse 
to appropriate the money—he being 
from an eastern seaboard state. How- 
ever, I announced in response that I 
had enough money to take the fleet 
around to the Pacific anyhow, that 
the fleet would certainly go, and that 
if congress did not choose to appro- 
priate enough money to get the fleet 
back, why, it would stay in the Pa- 
cific. There was no further difficulty 
about the money. 

The most noteworthy incident of the 
cruise was the reception given to our 
fleet in Japan. In courtesy and good 
breeding, the Japanese can certainly 
teach much to the nations of the west- 
ern world. I had been sure that the 
people of Japan would understand 
aright what the cruise meant, and 
would accept the visit of our flegt as 
the signal honor which it 
meant to be, a proof of the high 
regard and friendship I felt, and which 
I was certain the American people 
felt, for the great isiand empire. The 
event.even surpassed my expectations. 
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No War During Term. 


When I left the presidency I finished 
seven ang a half years of administra- 
tion, during which not one shot had 
been fired”"against a foreign foe, We 
were at absolute peace and there was 
no nation in the world with whom a 
war cloud threatened, no nation In the 
world whom we had wronged or from 
whom we had anything to fear. The 
cruise of the battle fleet was not the 
least of the causes which instired so 
peaceful an outlook. 

When the fleet returned after its six- 
teen months’ voyage around the world 
I went down to Hampton roads to greet 
it. The day was Washington's birth- 
day, Feb. 22, 1907. Literally on the 


minute the homing battlecraft came 
into view. On the flagship of the Ad- 
miral I spoke to the officers and en- 
listed me as follows: |

You left this 
coast in a high state of battle efficien- 
cy and you return with your efficiency 
increased; better prepared than when 
you left, not only in personnel but 
even in material. During your world 
cruise you have teken your regular 
gunnery practice, and skilled through 
you were before with the guns, you 
have grown more skillful still; and 
through practice you have improved in 
battle tactics, though here there is 
more room for improvement than in 
your gunnery. Incidentally I suppose 
I need hardly say that one measure 
of your fitness must be your clear 
recognition of the need always steadily 
to strive to render yourselves .more 
fit; if you ever grow to think that 
you are fit enough, you can make up 
your minds that from that moment 
you will begin to go backward. 


“As a war machine the fleet comes 
back in better shape than it went out 
In addition you, the officers and men 
of this formidable fighting force, have 
shown yourselves the best of al) pos- 
sible ambassadors and heralds of 
peace. Wherever you have landed you 
have borne yourselves so as to make 
us at home proud of being your coun- 
trymen. You have shown that the 
best type of fighting man of the sea 
knows how to  ippear to the utmost 
possible advantuge when his business 
is to behave himself on shore, and to 
make a good impression in a foreign 
land. We are proud of all the ships 
and all the men in this whole fleet, 
and we welcome you home to the coun- 
try whose good repute among nations}: 
has been raised by what you have 
done.”

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Peace 


N this moment of laying aside the uniform there 
surges through the heart of the soldier emotions too deep for 
words. There are, sorrows for departed comrades. There are 
memories of privation and danger. There are joys of the home-coming. 


There are hopes for the days ahead. 


But no regret, however heavy—no ecstasy, 
however light—can weigh against the sweet thanksgiving of the 
mother’s heart and the veneration of the nation for him and for her.

HE three big figures in the American expeditionary 

forves in France are Gen. Pershing Gen. Harbord, 
T and Gen. Dawes. Gen. Pershing is the commander in 
@hief and the apex of all the army’s European activities. 
Gen. Harbord is the commanding general of the services 
ef supply. He sees that the army is transported, fed, sup- 
plied, and equipped. Gen. Dawes is the general purchasing 
agent, under whose authority every dollar’s worth of ma- 
terial that we buy outside of America is purchased. He 
does no buying himself, but acts as\a general codrdinator 
of all the buying that is done through the heads of the 
purchasing departments of the various services. 

These three men are the giants under whom our army 
abroad has functioned, and it is fortunate for the nation 
and the army that the national emergency brought them 
irresistibly to the top in their three vital fields of activity. 

I was particularly desirous of making sketches of them 
end lucky in securing their permission to pose for me. I 
wag less lucky in the results that I obtained, as the friends 
of the subjects will be able to testify after seeing the ac 
companying drawings. That the three generals were will- 
ing +o sign the sketches is a testimonial ‘of their natural 


kXindlinese rather than a testimonial of their approval and 


patisfaction with the sketches. 
Gen. Harbord was the first victim. In the Paris head- 


quarters which he occupies when not at his general head- 
quarters tn Tours, he sat patiently during the time that I 
tried to draw him.- He did his part perfectly. The most 


exacting portrait artist could not have asked more from . 


@ subject. 
The failure to catch the refinement, and force, and kind- 


liness of his features was entirely my own fault. The 
drawing as it stands is a mere approximation of him, 
minus the soul and spirit which are such marked charac- 
teristics of the man. His friends may well have reason 
to be disappointed in the portrait and will be more than 
justified in their comment, “Yes, that’s Gen. Harbord, 
but——” | 
¢ 
EN. DAWES has been the despair of the artists who 
have tried to draw him. One after another has tried 
and failed. Only a week or so before my attempt, a 
famous British portrait specialist came over to make a por- 
trait of the general, which was to hang in the British war 
oftice. He made two attempts, tore up both of them, and 
at last, in despair, drew the portrait from a photograph. 
I had no reason to expect a better result, although I 
hoped that a long acquaintance with the subject might af- 


- ford me some advantage in reducing his elusive features to 


paper. The general posed faithfully and conscientiously. 

He was doing his best to make the drawing a success. 
He held still, which was hard for him to do. He didn't 
hurry me. There were no outside distractions to interfere 
with the development of tlie sketch. He left me no excuse 
for failure, and yet, when the drawing was finished, both 
he and I knew that the vital spark was missing. 

He signed his name to it, but he signed it small. 

Perhaps some artist may catch him right some time, 
but when he does, I think it will be a moving picture cam- 
era artist who will do it. Any picture that does not regis- 
ter animation, activity, and forceful demonstrativeness 
eannot be a true portrait of Gen. Dawes.

APPROACHED the opportunity of sketching Gen. 
Pershing with the recollection of these two failures 
fresh in mind. My confidence and my morale, so to 

et 2k, were shot full of holes. A huge mental hazard 


stood between me and success, but I hoped for the best. 
The yreneral spends much of his time at general head- 
quarters @t Chaumant, where he can be near the bulk of 


the Anverican army. 


At irregular intervals he comes to 


the French and British armies, and at such times he may 
be found at his residence in the Rue de Varennes or at his 
headquarters in the Avenue Montaigne. 

The sitting was arranged at the latter place. 

I had met him several times before and on one occasion 
had come up from Tours on his private train with him. 
On this occasion there was opportunity to study his fea- 
tures and his characteristics for a considerable time, and 
I realized how inadequately the various published portraits 
had revealed him. Of all the portraits of Gen. Pershing 
which I have seen, only those that have been taken by the 
moving picture camera convey a true impression of him. 
The still pictures have failed utterly to convey a faithful 
representation, perhaps for the reason that they portray 
only one phase of features which have many distinctly in- 
‘dividual phases. 

In the course of a half hour’s conversation, one may 
see Gen. Pershing’s features, stern, forceful, deeply marked 
by strong lines—a face hacked out by an ax. The ideal 
face of a soldier and a leader; and then, one will see the 
features change, the eyes lighted by a pleasant twinkle, 
the lines softened in a most winning kindliness, and, quite, 
unexpectedly, a deep dimple will appear in his left cheek. 
It becomes a most engaging face, full of friendliness and 
humor. 

It was this last named phase of Gen. Fershing that I 
hoped to register in my eketch. The pvolic is familiar 
with his fighting face, and I hoped to show the other face, 
which is equally characteristic, but almost wholly un- 
known. | 
The fighting being over, it seemed appropriate that the 
fighting face should give way to the kindly face, which, I 
am giad to say, is the one with which I am most familiar. 
It seemed an easy face to draw. The features were strong 
and clearly marked. They were thoroughly distinctive and 
individual. Apparently there were no good reasons why I 
shouid not succeed in making a fairly creditable drawing 
of the general. The light was good and I was assured that 
I could have the time I required to make the sketch. For 


the time being the general’s office was “ sanctuary.” 


The general took the position I suggested and con- 
scientiously held it. Gen. Dawes, to whose kindness I was 
largely indebted for the opportunity to sketch the C. in C., 
sat near by while I worked. | 

I suppose I tried too hard. I “pressed,” a golfer would 
put it. At any rate, the result was far from what I had 
hoped to achieve. It looked somewhat like the gerreral 
might have looked when he was fighting Indians out west, 
or when he was down in the alkali deserts, squinting in 
the sun for a glimpse of Pancho Villa.

[ARMY CARS NOT 10 BE 
SOLD, SAY OFFICIALS 


CURIOUSLY persistent report, 

which. seems to have gained 

credence throughout the east- 

ern half of the United States, 
had it last week that many of the 
Dodge Brothers cars intended for 
army Officers’ use are to be sold in 
Detroit at a figure far below the list 
price. So many inquiries reached THe 
TRIBUNE on the subject that an in- 
vestigation was made. 

In Washington, Gen. Drake, chief 
of the motor transport corps, told THs 
TRIBUNE'S representative that no 
Dodge army cars have been authorized 
for sale, that no oars have been turned 
over for disposition, and that all are 
stiillin service. Other war department 
officials said no such selling plan has 
even been contemplated, and that the 
only Dodge army cars not in use are 
some that were undelivered at the 
time of the armistice and were turned 
back to the company. 

In Detroit, the Dodge Brothers sales 
manager said: 

“Such a yarn is simply a joke The 
rumor was circulated in New York, 
with the price set at $705, and a reward 
was offered by our New York dealer 
to run down the person who started it. 
The search was finally. abandoned, 
after it had been traced back through 
250 persons.” 

The Chicago version of the story 
was ‘hat the cars, listed at $1,085, were 
to be sold fore$300 each, in lots of not 
less than a dozen, and only to pur- 
chasers who signed affidavits that the 
cars were for personal use and would 
not be resold. So generally was it ac- 
cepted that “clubs” of would-be buy- 
ers were formed in many parts of the 
city and in some cases even the certi- 
fied’ checks were drawn, ready to be 
sent to Detroit.

Ijlustration C is of a tire whose nec- 
essary repairs have been neglected.

An in- 
side patch was applied by the owner, 
but he neglected to have the patch re- 
moved and a permanent repair made 
at the first opportunity. This tempo- 
rary patch has gradually pulled away 
from the position it originally held and 
has been forced through the break. 
When inside patches are used an out- 
side emergency band should algo be ap- 
plied, but both removed as quickly as 
it is possible to make the repair. Don’t 
wait until the tire gives out, but look 
up a repairman at once. Have the tire 
repaired while the injury is small.

The wavy 
condition of the tread of this tire is 
due to its having been run soft, with 
insufficient air, and consequently be- 
coming loose from the fabric through 
no fault of manufacture.

Illustration EB shows a casing with 
two-thirds of its life wasted, for neg- 
lected cuts in the touch rubber tread 
have always caused it to blister. In 
this instance sand and dirt have been 
forced into the cuts and worked around 
under the tread. Note the several large 
bumps where the sand and dirt have 
accumulated. If a tire is carefully 
watched for these cuts a little plastfo 
will heal them quickly and no damage 
will result. 

Tire F has been fighting car tracks. 
Street cars are mighty handy, but 
their tracks play havoc with tires. 
This tire has seen less than 2,000 miles 
service, but it has been run in car 
tracks and the rubber is worn down 
to the fabric in a line following the cir- 
cumference of the tire.

OF ACTIVE WEEK 


Hoefeld Secures 3 Steres 
and Basement of the | 
Woods Building. 


There was & good deal doing of an | 
important character in leases of buasl- 
ness building space, while there also | 
was a fairly good sized run of loans. | 


In the most important lease of the. 
week, Robert White & Co. leased nei 
Albert Hoefeld, men's furnishing 
goods, three stores, including the cor- 
ner and entire basement in the Woods 
Theater building, Randolph and Dear- 
born streets, for a term of years at 
an aggregate rental of $185,000. It 
will give Mr. Hoefeld seven stores in 
the loop. 

The Hool Realty company reports 
leases covering the entire ninth floor 
in the State-Lake building with a re- 
ported term rental of $188,600. In one 
the Cornell Wood Products company 
has leased all of the Lake street front- 
age and part of the State street front- 
age, to be used for Zeneral offices and 
showrooms, at a reported term rental 
of $140,600, while the other was the 
lease by the Produce Reporter of the 
remainder of the floor, to be used for 
sneral offices, at a reported term rental 
of $46,200. 

In an interesting shop lease in North 
Michigan avenue, Murray Wolbach has 
leased to “ Grace” the residence at the 
northeast corner of the avenue and 
Erie street, to be used for high class 
millinery and dressmaking at a term 
rental of about $21,000.
